lecued that the bright skie of his authoritie 
was free from any cloudes,the clecre ſunne of 


his dominion without eclipſe, the lightſome 
day of his gloric voyd of darkneſle, the yaſt 
ſea of his greatnes without tempeſtthe roſes 
of his good fortune grew. withoutpricks, and 
that allthe felicitics of theworld were perpe- 
tually to ſhine ypon him: Bur hee ſuddenly 
found his authorite loſt, his dominion ſmo- 
thered, his gloric extinguiſhed, his greatneſle 
troden down,hisgood fortunes changed,and 
felr that his former proſperities, were but a 
ſweete impoyſoned baite of fortune, turned 
into the gall and bitternes of all miſhaps. 
Hee was put to death by the Kings com- 
mand,that would hauc commmandedthe King; - 
hee ended his daies with violent dearth, that 
violated the reſpe&due vnto his Maieſty,vio- 
lated Tuſtice, violated the lawes; and hee that 
was indeedaltogether nothing but violence it 
ſelfe, hauing climbed ſo high, that hee could 
notwell be brought low,bur by death it ſelfe; 
whiclrFuſtice confirmeth,the Law approueth, 
and equitic commandeth, Right counſellerh, 
we | ans 
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Reaſon' ordaineth, Hiſtories allow, and thar 
precedents teach; and that cannot be taken in 
euill part, without contradiQing the approba- 
tion,authoritie,ommandement,counſell,or- 
dinance, confirmation, and teaching of the 
wholeworld;and to accuſe of iniquity,luſtice, 
Jaw,cquitie,right, reaſon, hiſtorics,cxamples, 
and all that may be termed vprightnes in the 
whole vajuerſe. The infe&ion of his life, ther- 
fore hath been moſt iuſtly, bur yet with too 
much honour mingled with his bloud, in rhe

his tragicall end was firſt macons in Gods 
counſell, before the King decreedit.,By which 
itmay be gathered, how nceere this good and 
wiſe Monarke is vnited ynto the eternall God 
in his minde and ſoule; ſeeing thatthe will of | 
the moſt High,who holdeth the harts of Prin. 
cesin his hand,agreeth ſo well with the Kings; 
and that the Proteor of the whole world, 
hath been well pleaſed with the deſires of this 
great King, thereby to manifeſt bis conſent 
vnto his wiſhes. Hee ended the courſe of his. 
life entring into the Louure,where he thought. 
himſclfe ſo firmely anchred, that hee was ne- 
uerto depart thence;and feltthe icie ſtroke of 
death by piſtols and fiety weapons,who inthe. 
midſt of his froſtie cowardile and temeritie, 

was the kindler and flaming fire-brand of ſe- 
dition; who with an ardent appetite greedily | 
longed to trouble all France with'the fire of 
Ciuill warre. 

And whereasthe skic had bin long before 
(cuen inthe faireſt moveth inthe yeere) ouer-- 
ſpread with a gloomic darknes,as being in- | 
wardly touched with remorſe of our ſenſible 
gricfes which-aſcended'thither; ſeemed ro 
moumeatourfiniſtormiſhaps, andro mingle

oucrflowed the: eyes and hearts of all true- 
hearted Frenchmen, who could not without 
extreame griefe vndergoe that vnreaſouable

Hee ended his life in t] ae oogning of a 
week, as if therby the heaur :ns did preſage yn- 
ro vs,that his cnd was tobethe beginning of 
our happineſſe. Before n50ne, in token that 
we were to re-bchold the Eaſtcrnepart of the 
Sonne of Iuſtice, which was eclipſed by the 
carth of his auarice, and now begananew to 
peepeout ypon the Horizon of France,inthe 
Orient of the happie raigne and Empire of 
our good King:whoſe admirable vertues ſhal 
neuer bee ſecne to ſet, andis to raigne in all 
prudence and abſoſute authoririe; hauing ra- 
ther his head on his Crowne, then his Crowne 
on his head, and his hand rather within his 
Scepter,then his Scepter inhis hand:and more» 
ouer to gouerne himſelfe by the graue aduice 
of his beſt and principal Officers,and ſo much 
the rather,for that by bad counſell,moſt com- 
monly a greatKing is made a little one ; and 
contrariwiſe by good counſella pettic King 
is made a great one,
